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NEW WATCHDOGS 
II the S30,00O which the scnntc recently 
voted itself pays ofl accordlnB to Its promise, 
we might actually behold the spectacle of the 
hard-pressed taxpayers Inviting the legis- 
lators to help themselves to some more. For 
this modest sum (govcrnmcntally speaking) 
will be used for hiring experts to analyze the 
appropriations retjucstcd by federal agencies, 
ond to check on how these appropriations are 
spent. That Is a Job that conceivably Is ncccs- 
saiy any time, certainly necessary at our 
rate of wartime spending, and particularly eo 
since congress seems committed to a policy 
of- tight tax economy. 

Of course, wo have some experts and fiscal 
watchdogs already functioning. There is the 
bureau of the budget, lor instance. But that 
Is an executive department setup, and while 
that fact doesn't minimize the good worlc it 
'. Is doing, It does malte It unsuitable tor legia- 
latlvo purposes. There la also tho office of 
■ comptroller general, which Is congress's baby, 
. But this organization is more concerned with 
totting up the accounts when the money la 
. spent than in checking on tho correct and 
- economical expenditure. 

There are a couple more groups of re^ 
searchers who ferret out facts for the con- 
, gresslonai tax-drafting bodies. But they can 
scarcely be considered adetjuate 1. 
thorough checkup on a national budget that 
runs to SIOO billion a year. 
It might be argued, of course, that the 
' forthcoming senate experts will only dupU' 
catc the work of other groups now In opera- 
tion, and that it might wind up as a case of 
the watchdogs watching each other. But it la 
a chance worth taking. Certainly tho sena- 
tors, or representatives either, cannot bo ex- 
pcctcd to do all the spadework themselves. 
All of tho government's war-born bureaus are 
rightly committed to winning their part ot 
tho war at any cost. But mfiny of them are in- 
clined to go overboard. It la only human tc 
cxaBgerate the importance of your pet the- 
ories, to feel that your Job is vital, and your 
gospel the only way to salvation. But it 
doesn't help to reduce the biggest national 
debt in world history. 

The administration's retjuest for SlO-B bil- 
lion In new taxes may bo cut down to llttlp 
more than one-tenth of that amount by the 
time Its gets through congress. That means 
scraping clear down to tho bone on most ap- 
propriation:! without scrimping the war and 
navy departments or Injuring the war effort. 
And congress, what with constituents and 
non-fiscal legislation, cannot do a fair and 
accurate Job without plenty of expert help. 

If the senate's S30,COO, and maybo a few 
more !30.000s, can turn the 'trick and save 
billions, It win be a tolerably sound Invest- 
ment. ■
